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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Acknowledgement is made of amendment filed 4/27/10. Claims 2 and 3 are 
canceled and claims 9-15 are new. Claims 1 and 4-15 are pending and considered on 
merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Naemura et 
al. (Chem. Commun. 1996, IDS) (Naemura) in view of Kim et al. (Angew. Chem. Int. 
Ed., 2000, IDS) (Kim) have been determined to be the closest prior art of record. 
Naemura discloses an optically active phenolic crown ether (see page 2749). Kim 
discloses polymer chains linked to crown ethers useful in chemosensors (see page 
3868, column 1 and page 3869, polymers 1-4). However, the combination of Naemura 
and Kim do not disclose the crown ether and a polymer main chain having a linked 
conjugated system comprising the species illustrated in claim 1. Applicants argue that 
one having ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine the Naemura 
reference and the Kim reference, as one skilled in the art would understand that 
aggregation and non-aggregation systems should be independent (see Declaration, 
Filed 4/27/1 0). Further, applicants argue that the species of the instantly claimed 
invention are fully supported by the specification in view of the technical knowledge at 
the time of filing of the application (see Declaration, examples 1-9, filed 4/27/10). The 
examiner has found these arguments persuasive. Thus, as to independent claim 1 , 
Naemura-King fail to disclose the fluorescent molecular wire of the structure disclosed 
in claim 1 , and that the species of claim 1 are supported by the specification and known 
technical knowledge. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
